and Telegraph company has violated the 
spirit of Its agreement with'the city coun- 
cil will be made by a committee, consist- 
ing of City Electrician George Babcock 
and Assistant Electrician J Tudhope, ap- 
pointed by the city council this morning. 


Tne charges were filed In a set of reso- 


lutions passed by the electrical workers 
and presented to the city council this 
morning. 
Representing 
the 
telephone 


company, Xltorney Hansford P. Griffiths 
stated that the Pacific company has taken 
out about 1000 Home telephones, but that 
this action had been taken-only where 
orders for removal had been received 
or where tha subscribers failed 
or re- 


fused to pay the bills 
Manager Brown- 


lee and Commercial Manager Maynard 
Bailey confirmed the 
attorney's state- 


ments. 


D. T Bresnahan, representing the elec- 


trical workers, asked that the charges 
made by his committee be investigated. 
The council appointed City Electrician 
Babcock and his chief assistant to take 
up the matter and make a thorough in- 
vestigation. 
City Attorney Ben F. Wool- 


ner declared that the city * would not 
Interfere with the telephone company In 
the regular performance of its work so 
far as this was legal,

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Ambushed Allies of the L W. W. 


The vice of the recall is disclosed in the allegations made in the 


petition for the recall of Mayor Mott and Commissioners Turner and 
Baccus. While the Socialists invoked the recall to punish the heads 
of the municipal administration for breaking up political meetings 
held by I. W. W. agitators in crowded thoroughfares of the business 
district, a number of transactions which took place years ago, prior 
to the adoption of the new charter and the recall, when the officers 
assailed were holding other positions than the ones they are now 
filling; transactions which have been passed upon and approved by 
the electorate more than once, are made pretexts for recall. 


These moribund and outlawed complaints have been lugged in to 


cloud the issue and enlist the support of people who have no sym- 
pathy with the I. W. W. or the Socialist propaganda. 


Among the charges brought against Commissioner Turner, for 


example, are assertions that the city prison is insanitary and that he 
collected illegal fees while holding the office of City Engineer under 
the old charter. The electors are asked to find Mr. Turner guilty on 
these unsupported charges and to remove him from office on the 
strength of a defamatory statement which no one has made the 
slightest attempt to prove. 


Again, Commissioner Baccus is charged with voting for the 


Seventh-street franchise and the franchises granted the Southern 
Pacific and the Key Route while he was serving as councilman under 
the old charter. Those franchises have been approved by popular 
vote, and the course of Mr. Baccus was endorsed by his election 
to the office of City Commissioner. 


The character of some of the charges made in the recall petitions 


suggests that certain political I. W. W.'s are in alliance with the 
Socialists to disrupt the municipal government and throw the whole 
scheme of civic development into confusion. Some of them sound 
suspiciously like Ross Morgan and M. K. Miller. Others are echoes 
from, the court house. Morgan and Miller are anxious to get their 
fingers in the municipal treasury, while County Clerk Cook desires 
to turn the city government into a political machine which he can 
handle to serve his own ends. 


Hence the bogus issue of free speech is being obscured and rein- 


forced by ex parte-allegations which have no real bearing on the 
controversy forced upon the municipal authorities by vagrant agi- 
tators and professional disturbers. These allegations relate to the 
past and are without merit. But they are part of a cunning scheme 
concocted by would-be political bosses and disgruntled jobchasers 
who are furtively working the Socialist insurgency against law and 
order to accomplish ends which must be kept out of sight if they 
a're to succeed.

TACOMA, Wash , April 3. — A. DaW- 


son cable says Etplorer Joseph Jacquot 
has arrived there after It years' continu- 
ous residence In the lower MacKenzIe 
river country, bordering; the Arctic ocean. 
Accompanied by Albert Boss, an Indian 
boy, 
he came from Fort MacPherson in 


jthe record time of 18 and one-half d»7» 
with six does. They traveled nine houra 
dally, equipped only with three blankets, 
some flour and bacon. 
They killed five rabbits, grave moat of 
the flour to the Indians, and carried 
neither tent nor stove 
The trip Is thus 
one of the most remarkable winter jour- 
neys ever made within the Arctic circle 
During the week previous to starting 
Jacquot made a trip of 150 miles to Es- 
quimau lake and return to get his wife, 
•whom he leit with friends at Arctic Red 
river 
About 20 prospectors and trappers 
are living In the MacKenzle wilderness, 
several accompanied by their wives. 
Harry Bones, an Englishman, Is at 
Esquimau lake gathering birds for a Lon- 
don society 
No recent word has been 
received at Fort MacPherson from Ex- 
plorers "Stefanaon and Alexander. It Is 
feared they are lost. 
Stefanson wrote a 
letter In December, 1910, 
which was 
passed along from Esquimau to Esqui- 
mau reaching MacPherson last December. 
They may still be with the Esquimaux; 
Hubert Darrel Is given up for lost, being 
unheard from for more than a year.

OAKLAND DOESN'T WANT TO BE

To the Editor of The Evening Sun- 
Sir 
Every now and then -wo rewl .a 
your far-reaching journal some reference 
to the "modesty" of California, generally 
In making assertions about the prosperity 
of the State In connection with the Pan- 
ama Exposition to be h«ld In San Fran- 
cisco in 191B, but the modesty of claim 
or assertion Is usually attributed to some 
San Franciscan. Now I do not begrudge 
San Francisco any favor It may find In 
the eyes of easterners but In view of the 
re-narkuM" irrowth of Oakland, Its slater 
city across the bay, I must tell you of 
rrodest San Francisco's latest effort to 
"pull off a big advertising stunt." namely, 
the movement for a "Gi eater San Fran- 
cisco." 
One of the representatives of a big rail- 
road corporation was in 
Oakland the 
other day, and after taking an automo- 
bile ride through the east bay shore cit- 
ies, made the unqualified statement that 
Oakland is growing today more rapidly 
than Los Anareles 
Now this may suggest to you why San 
Francisco is anxious to take «s In There 
Is an agitation on for a "Greater San 
Francisco" to extend from Richmond and 
San Rafael on the north to Alvarado and 
Redwood City on the south,* creating a 
city 23 miles from circumference to cen- 
ter, embracing eatOe ranges, hunting pre- 
serves orchards and truck garden*. 
Already there are 250,000 persons hi We 
seven Incorporated cities on 
the east 
shore of San FrancHco bay ma their Im- 
mediate environs. Because wa ne«d to 
control our local affairs and direct our 
local development we are opposed to any 
federation, annexation or amalgamation 
with San Francisco. 
It Is sometimes asserted that there 1« 
a parallel between the relations of Oak- 
land to San Francisco and those which 
formerly existed between New York, and 
Brooklyn, but we fall to see It, as we 
are separated from San

TO PREDICT 


Unii/ersity Seismologists Re- 


port Progress in Temblor 


Prognostics. 


UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA. April 
2. — Seitmological Investigations being 
conducted at the university will lead ul- 
timately, the Investigators hope, to a. 
discovery of the real causes and an "abil- 
ity to predict earthquakes. Investigations 
so far, according to a bulletin issued by 
tho department, have shown that quakes 
are duo to slipping of 
blocks of the 
earth's crust against each other at a time 
when the interior strains have accumu- 
lated at the surface. 
Tho bulletin continues: 
"Premonitory ilffn« aro given by rum- 


slings caused by local sllpplnss and the 
breaking and grinding of rocks along 
such fault lines—that is, lines of slip- 
ping of great earth masses. 
It is pro- 


posed that shafts and tunnels be pro- 
vided in places near fault lines, deep 
enough to be isolated from noises from 
the earth's surface, and microphones in- 
stalled there in tho depths which would 
receive and serve to 
magnify 
sounds 
originating In and 
transmitted through 


tho crust of such earth sounds are looked 
to for a basis for earthquake predictions 
comparable to' the present day weather 
forecasts. 
Such subterranean telephonic 
methods have been used in caves In Italy 
to study volcanic action In Mount Vesu- 
vius. 


"The University of California Is help- 
ing to lay the foundation of ,L science of 
sarthquaias by maintaining two selsmo- 
oglcal observing stations, one ' at Ber- 
teley and one at tho Lick Observatory 
On Mount Hamilton. 
'In the first eleven months the present 
nstruments were in use, In the new 
university library at Berkeley, 89 earth- 
quakes were recorded. 
Many of these 
lad come from Immense distances; one 
md traveled half way around the -world 
m a point of origin in the Antipodes. 
By study of the tracings, the direction 
and approximate distances of the source 
of the earthquake can be told." 


FAVOR READJUSTMENT

"Whereas, said changes are" necessary 


to protect the settler and will not be of 
any Injury to the United States govern- 
ment, therefore, 
! 


"Eooolvod, "by the Merchants' Exchange 


of Oakland, Cal., that we- favor the pass- 
age of said Senate bill No. 3267 as we be- 
lieve It la In the Interest of the genuine 
immigrant, and will assist In puttng the 
the landless man 'upon land. ' 


"Resolved, That we urge the California 


congressional delegation' to support -said 
bill and secure It* passage as soon as 
possible." 


The bill Is known as the Borah-Jones 


act, and is drawn to enable the home- 
steader to earn sufficient In six months 
off the land to support him for the re- 
maining six months on his homestead, al- 
lowing poorer homesteaders to take up 
the land.

Joint Committee of 
Safety 


Makes Recommendations 


to City Council. 


BERKELEY, April 3.—The joint com- 
mittee of the city council and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce formulated a series of 
reco.-nmendations at a meeting last even- 
Ing for the safeguarding of traffic from 
accidents due to the local trains. H. H. 
Oakland presided. 


A rod action of the curve In tho South- 


ern Pacific line at Webster street on the 
Ellsworth street run was recommended. 
It was pointed out that this could be ac- 
complished by the securlg of an addi- 
tional strip of property east of the present 
right of way. 
The following further 


recommendations were made to .the council 
and to the companies: 


1. That ornamental park areas' be es- 


tablished on the west side of Shattuck 
avenue from Farker to Ward streets and 
from Bancroft way to Center street, and 
from University avenue to Hearst ave- 
nue; 
except at street crossings, said park 


areas to be Inclosed in concrete curbing 
eight, Inches high, grass and small shrubs 
to be used In the areas, with a palm 
tree to mark the end; said park areas to 
servo as warnings to drivers of carriages 
and automobiles against getting on the 
tracks. 


2. That an ordinance be enacted em- 


bodying traffic regulations or rules of 'the 
road for the control of pedestrians as well 
as drivers of vehicles of all kinds. 


3. That more effective fenders be pro- 


vided by corporations operating In Ber- 
keley, particularly in regard to the elec- 
tric railway motor*, ana that -wire screens 
be olaced down the sides of cars "to pro- 
tect passengers from accidentally getting 
under the wheels. 


4. That Improved system of sigals be 


introduced, by flagmen, signs or other- 
wise, and that warnings by bells and 
whistles bo allowed. 


B. That watchmen be kept at crossing* 


on Shattuck avenuo, and that large signs 
be pieced where- they wll be !n plain 
view, bearing the words, "Railroad cross- 
ing." Experience has shown that a metal 
sign with a black X Is not sufficient warn- 
ing,

6. That flagmen bo maintained on the

EDITOR TRIBUNE: 
With a realiza- 


tion of the entire sincerity of those who 


i advocate the retention of the death pen- 
alty, yet with profound convictions, tha 
result of careful investigations, that the 
policy is bad from every point of view, 
I desire while appreciating the earnest- 
ness and honesty of. tha sentiments ex- 
pressed to take exception to editorial 
arguments advanced and 
conclusions 


reached by some of the newspapers in 
the State touching recent reprives grant- 
ed by the Governor. 
If the death penalty Is wrong, no ex- 
ceptions are pennissiola, and, however, 
heinous may ha\o 
been the crime of 
Flguero, to whose reprieve among others 
exception has been taken, the Question is 
one of public policy and general welfare 
into which the question of revenge and 
individual punishment does not 
enter. 
Purely as a social not a political matter 
I contend that the Governor is entitled to 
appreciation for his extension of, executive 
clemency until the people of the State — 
the final arbiter — shall reach a decision 
through the initiative which is being in- 
voked in a spontaneous movement, sup- 
ported by a large element of the citizen- 
ship of California, not all of whom are 
sentimentalists. 
I contend that tho 
infliction of the 
death penalty is, as often characterized, 
a relic of barbarism, a remnant of sav- 
agery m man, usually urged with venge- 
ful feeling, and consequently 
immoral, 


unethical and un-Christlan, 
The entire 
plan of punishment of criminals should 
embrace an opportunity for repentance 
and reform. 
Only the creator of life 
has the right to take It Finite mind is 
"hot able to grisp or judge" all the clrcum- 
stance^s in any case. 


ADEQUATE REASON. 


I contend that the conviction and hang- 
ing of many innocent men is in itself an 
adequate reason for abandoning a prac- 
tice where injustice Is irreparable; that 
many cases of legal guilt have moral 
justification and that to a very large 
extent the possibility of an infliction of 
the extreme penalty has so enlarged tho 
scope of a reasonable doubt with jurors 
that many men have been acquitted, who 
otherwise would have been found guilty 
and properly segregated 
rrom "octety 
which they had wronged, and right here 
arises the question as to whether hang- 
Ing really has a deterrent effect. I have 
never found thoughtful advocates of the 
death penalty who defended it on any 
other grounds.' Logically, if 
hanging 
acted as a deterrent all executions should 
be open to tho public and, given all the 
publicity possible. Why has this pollcv 
been discouraged and generally aban- 
doned? 
. , „ . 
I maintain that the psychological effect 


of legal murder is to encourage Illegal 
murder, that Individuals who think they 
have been wronged resort to *he sama 
methods of seeking redress that tho State 
employs In >->ie punishment of offenders, 
alty has" been abolished, viz.: 
Maine, 
In the five States where the death pen- 
Rhode Island. Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Kansas, there have not been over three 
cases of lynching since 1900. Throughout 
the country there have been 1500 cases, 
yet, in some of these five States lynch- 
ings were formerly frequent. 
In the five States above mentioned, 
the percentage of increase- In homicides 
In recent decades has been several -imes 
less than throughout the country at large. 
In Europe capital punishment has been 
abolished in'Portugal, France, Belgium. 
Holland, Finland and practically abolish- 
ed in Switzerland and Sweden. In none 
of these, according to authentic reports, 
did the absolitlon of the death penalty 
result In an increase of homicide, 
in 
several, notably Holland. 
Finland and 
Sweden, leniency was followed by de- 
crease in crime.

FIGURES JUGGLED TO FOOL 


RIAMEDANS, IS CHARGE 


City Councilman Hammond Declares Elec- 


tric Light Plant Has Been -'Libeled" 


ALAMEDA, April 
3.—City 
Council- 


man Hammond took the floor at a meet- 
ing of the council last night, and In de- 
fense of the electric light plant and its 
methods of operation, declared that it 
was the purpose of certain residents to 
juggle figures and facts In a frenzied ef- 
fort to discredit the plant He said: 


"After the meeting of the public utili- 


ties committee, at which the proposition 
made ty S. E. Blddle to lease tha plant 
had been turned down, on the advice of 
City Attorney St. Sure, Mr. .Walker and 
myself took occasion to go over the books 
of the department and we find that ths 
Plant is one of the best paying busi- 
nesses that the city could embark in. 


"We find that there a.'e a number of 


people who are either Influenced by cor- 
porations or misled in making statements 
that are untrue. 


"The plant during the fiscal year 1910- 


1011, assuming that the city had paid 
for Its public lighting, shows a net profit 
of $50,470. This statement is made with- 
out fear of contraction, for it Is a. mat- 
ter of record that anyone Interest may 
verify. 


Individuals have stated that If an of- 


fer of a half million dollars or 5800,000 
were made for the plant It should be 
accepted without delay 
We know that 


the plant will earn more—that business 
will accumulate. 


"The amount I mentioned, $50,470, is 


over 5 per cent on a million dollars, or 
10 per cent on a half million. The credit 
of Alameda Is pretty good. 
We have 


experienced no difficulty in placing our 
bonds at 4 and 4% per cent. It would 
therefore be cheaper to bond the plant 
even for a. million dollars, pay 4 or 4% 
per cent and make % to 1 per cent, than 
to sell It out for any figure less than a 
million dollars. 


FIGURES JUGGLED. 


"Certain people juggle figures; 
they 


find that the cost of city light lighting 
is anything that suits their purpose. 
"It is a positive fact that, the cost of 


city lighting is less than two cents per 
kilowatt. 
The reason for this is that 


the ratio of loss between city lighting 
and commercial lighting is as 3 per cent 
is to SO per cent. This Is accounted for 
by the fact that the loss for supplying 
tho current direct to the lights is in- 
finitely less than where It has to be put 
through an elaborate system of condens- 
ers and transformers, etc. 
"It seems almost a sacrilege for"people 


to say that the plant ,s a losing propo- 
sition. That plant paid a net profit of 
over $50,0000 last year, which, as I s.tiii. 
is 5 per cent on a million dollar valuation 
and It only represents an actual valua- 
tion of J2S5.000. 
"I think it Is time that this council 


take off its coat and go squarely to the 
bat on this question. This thing of try- 
ing to befuddle the brains of our citizens 
by an array of figures that in every in- 
stance have been proven false, has got 
to itop, and the people are looking to 
the council for definite ana correct light 
on tha subject 
The trouble 
is 
that 


enough people haven't investigated, tho 
question and I think tho council should 
help them out." 


WALKER AGREES. 


Council Walker said: 
"I attended tha meeting of the public 


utilities committee. I agree with and 
corroborate the statements made by Mr. 
Hammond. 
They are absolutely cor- 


rect." 
The repor of he committee was unani- 


mously adopted. 
Alexander Mackie was 
present. 
He 


stated that there had been no figures 
Juggled by anyone, and that there was 
being made no effort to turn the plant 
over to the corporations. 
Mackie said 


that It was not run right, and that in 
his long experience as a railroad man, 
he finds that there is always something 
to learn. He commenced to tell of the 
systems used by the railroads, and was 
called to order by Mayor Noy, who de- 
clared he waa wandering from the sub- 
ject. 
Mackia said he was leading up to a 


point he wanted to make, and wanted 
to know if the chair wished him to sit 
down. 
"Sit down, sit down!" came the cry 


frc—. the lobby. 
Mayor Noy stated that there was no 


wish to curtail the privileges of Mackie, 
but that he should confine himself to the 
facts under discussion. He continued for 
some time and then asked the council 
what it thought of tha statements he 
made. 
"Ridiculous," said Hammond. 
"Do you 
discredit 
your auditor?" 


Mackie asked. 
"No; I discredit you," returned Ham- 


mond.

aboard the San Francisco-Portland Steam- 
ship Company's liner Rose City, in dry- 
dodc for repairs at Hunter's Po'nt. 


Tho sxp'oslon was caused by an ac- 


cumulation of gas under the boilers of 
the steamer, which burns oil for fuel. 


Fires aboard the steamer were ex- 


tinguished wben It put into drydock, and 
gas causad by a slight oil leakage began 
to collect In tha fire-boxes unknown to 
the boilermakers and machinists from the 
Union Iron "Works who began to over- 
haul the engines yesterdaj 


Shortly after 2 o clock In thef after- 


noon it was found necessary to start 
tne fires again, and the oil burners were 
relighted 
They h id been burning only 


a lew moments when an explosion rocked 
the Rose City and scattered the workmen 
In a confused mass about the boiler room, 
which began to seethe with flame 


A half dozen or more men managed 


to regain their feet and 
escape 
from 


the fiery compartment, but five otners 
were ao badly hurt tnat they lay help- 
less, while the flames hissed about them 


Realizing their plight, men 
who es- 


caped from the room threw coats o\er 
tneir heads and fought their way to tile 
helpless men, while other rushed to the 
boilers and turned off the oil burners 


The injured men were then carried 


aboard a tug and hurried to the hos- 
pital of the Union Iron \Vorks, where 
they were treated by Dr W E Buell
